(MRC-112).  Additional  requirements  during  this  reporting  period  for  teletype 
communications  between  Task  Foree  HQs  and  the  advisors  to  the  44th  and  53rd  AH V 
Rogt  resulted  in  the  deployment  of  one  VSC-2  to  Di  Linh  and  one  MGC-17  to  Song 
Mao.

Tho 
battalion  oontimied  to  provide  secure  communications  to  the  I  FFORCEV  liaison 
officer  with  the  9th  ROK  at  Ninh  Hoa  with  high  frequency  radio  teletype  supple¬ 
mented  by  single  sideband  voiee  communications. 

(f)  Communi cations  Support  for  the  Canltol  ROK  Liaison  Officer. 
Support  continued  to  the  I  FFORCEV  liaison  offioor  consisting  of  scours  high 
frequency  radio  teletype  and  single  sideband  voice  communications.  Additional 
support  was  provided  on  12  November  when  a  radio  team  (AN/VRO-47)  was  deployed 
fbr  Hi  communications  between  GRID  LNO  and  US  and  ROK  tactioal  units,  this  ca¬ 
pability  mas  again  provided  on  17  Jan  69. 

(g)  Communi cations  Support  at  An  Khe.  The  3rd  platoon,  167th  3it- 
nsl  Conpany  (Radio  Relay}  continues  normal  operations  providing  VHF  multlchaanej 
radio  communications  between  Floiku  and  An  Khe,  and  Vung  Chua  Mtn  and  LZ  Eaglisl 
On  4  January,  tho  battalion  Installed  a  troposoatter  terminal  (TRC-97)  at  Hon 
Cong  Mtn,  completing  the  T-43  system  botwoen  Nha  Trang  and  An  Khe. 

(h)  Communications  Support  of  4th  Infantry  Division.  Tho  167th 
Signal  Company  (Radio  Relay)  continued  support  of  tho  4th  Inf  Division  at  Pleila 
with  VHF  communications  between  Ploiku  and  Dak  To  for  the  entire  quarter.  A  rm, 
ley  continues  to  operate  at  the  Dak  To  MACV  Compound. 
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(i)  Communications  Support  for  D5A  II  Qorp,:.  The  battalion  contin¬ 
ued  to  support  DSA  II  Corps  vdth  high  frequency  radio  secure  teletype. 

(j)  Miscellaneous.  During  this  reporting  poriod,  two  troposcatter 
(TEC-97)  systems  vrero  established  to  furthor  enhance  command  and  control  communi¬ 
cations  in  tho  II  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  The  first  system,  142,  is  terminated  at 
Hon  Tro  Island  in  the  Nhn  Trang  area  and  Dragon  Mtn  in  tho  Ploiku  aroa.  Tho  sec¬ 
ond  system,  T43,  is  terminated  at  Hon  Tro  Island  and  Hon  Cong  Mtn  in  the  An  Kho 
aroa.  The  establishment  of  these  systems  lias  givan  OPCON  units  in  those  areas 
more  direct  communications  links  to  HQ,  I  FFORCEV  and  provides  improved  capability 
for  alternate  routing,  thus  reducing  circuit  vulnerability.  With  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  tho  T43  system,  the  VHP  radio  relay  site  at  Vung  Ro  Eay  was  no  longer  re¬ 
quired  and  inactivated  on  16  January  1969. 

(k)  Continuing  Battalion  Projects. 

1.  Modernization  of  Facilities  (Sites).  The  site  improvement 
progr.ua  has  been  continued  during  tho  past  quart or  resulting  in  improvood  opera¬ 
tions  and  defense  posture  at  the  two  largest  detachments,  Dot  11  LZ  English  and 
Dot  10  at  Phan  Ihiet.  Improvement  efforts  are  now  underway  for  tho  sitos  located 
at  the  Capitol  and  9th  Republic  of  Korea  Divisions. 

2.  Installation  of  High  Qain  OE-15  Antennae.  Although  start¬ 
ed  in  this  reporting  poriod,  tho  installation  of  the  high  gain  OS-15  antennae  on 
existing  TEC-24  systems  will  continue  into  the  next  quarter.  To  data,  two  systems 
V-17  (Song  Mao -Phan  Thiot)  and  V68  (Vung  Ohua  Mtn-Hon  Cong  Mtn)  are  operating  with 
OE-15  antonnas.  It  is  planned  to  convort  two  more  systems  to  tho  OB— 1 5  antennas, 
V74  (Plaiku-Dak  To)  and  VII  (Hon  Cong  Mtn-LZ  English),  during  tho  next  quarter. 

3.  Quality  Control  of  IZ  Corps  Tactical  Zono  Telephone  Service 
The  battalion  continues  to  conduct  a  dally  survoy  of  selected  telephone  circuits 
as  reported  in  the  OHLL  for  tho  poriod  ending  31  October  1S68,  Results  of  this 
program  continue  to  bo  very  favorable.  Circuit  reliability-  and  quality  has  show 
a  stoady  Increase  since  initiation  of  this  program, 

(3)  Training. 

(a)  M 8^199  ftfiHflnfi  fitaslaaa*  To  insure 
that  continued  reliable  communications  capability  is  mointainod,  a  series  of  unan 
nounced  reduced  distance  training exeroisoa  aro  conducted.

(a)  OBSERVATION.  Many  of  the  circuits  in  II  CTZ  ore  routed  over 
two  or  more  VXF  or  Tropospheric  Scatter  systems.  Often  the  quality  of  these

(b)  EVALUATION.  Many  31M  porsonnel  install  2-wire  straps  in  the 
absence  of  5»B— 61 1  or  SB-675  patching  facilities.  In  2-uire  modo,  AH/TCC-7  chan¬ 
nel  input  is  0  dBm  and  output  is  -3  dBm,  so  that  the  circuit  is  half  the  strer.g'N-, 
it  should  be  without  considering  the  effective  loss  duo  to  channel  noioo.  When 
channel  gain  is  increased  to  compensate  for  tho  loss,  hybrid  coil  oscillation  c«»n 
ropult.  To  prevent  this,  personnel  have  been  instructed  in  tho  logic  and  mocha) 
ica  of  4-vriro  strap  techniques.  In  the  absence  of  -5  etE  patch  cords,  operators 
are  instructed  to  adjust  channel  output  to  -‘j  dB  on  the  test  meter.  The  effect 
is  to  reduce  the  4-vjiro  output  of  the  TCC-7  to  -4  dBm,  which  is  the  proper  love? 
for  4-wiro  mode  of  operation. 

(c)  RECOMMENDATION .  That  tho  U.S.  Army  Southeastern  Signal  Schoo] 
increase  emphasis  on  4-wire  patch-through  techniques  in  tho  31M  course,  and  that 
in-country  units  with  TCC-7  or  TCC-3  equipment  emphasize  correct  4-wlro  patch 
techniques.

Substitution  of  RG-8/u  for  UO-189/u  has  shown  tha 
B-  and  C-band  frequencies  bolow  300  mKa  appear  to  respond  better  to  the  RG-8/u, 
The  RG-189/u  appears  to  havo  bottor  transmission  characteristics  at  tire  liigher 
operating  froquoncios. 

(o)  RECOMMENDATION .  That  RG-8/u  be  considered  for  use  on  OE-15  in¬ 
stallations  for  B-  and  C-band  froquoncios  that  display  high  reflected  power  with 
RG-189/u. 

(3)  M/TR C-97B  Lino  Voltage  Protection. 

(a)  OBSERVATION,  During  a  recent  powor  failure  and  change-over  to 
standby  powor,  a  TRC-97B  rocaived  an  input  voltage  considerably  in  oxcoss  of  rec¬ 
ommended  value.  This  resulted  in  a  damaged  70  mHz  oscillator  and  A21A2  voltage 

regulator.

(c)  RECOMEUDATIOli .  That  organizations  utilizing  the  TRC-97  en- 
phasizG  procedures  that  insure  voltago  limits  are  carefully  adjusted, 

(4)  14-236  Handset  Replacement, 

(a)  OBSERVATION ,  High  environmental  noise  conditions  in  radio  op^ 
erations  areas  have  been  noted  to  cause  pickup  by  the  transmitter  elements  of 
TA-236/FT  Telephone  Sets  when  these  phones  are  used  for  MARS  or  RHI  calls, 

(b)  EVALUATION.  Experience  indicates  that  replacement  of  IA-236/ 
handsets  with  "butterfly"  handsets,  such  as  the  HS-101  utilized  by  the  AN/TCC- 
arder-vire  panel,  eliminate  the  pickup  of  background  noise  by  the  telephone  cir 
cult  during  the  time  the  telephone  user  is  listening  to  the  distant  subscriber 
ttiis  has  reduced  the  need  for  repetition  of  transmissions  from  tho  radio  opera¬ 
tions  area  and  results  in  improved  operating  efficioncy.

10,  paragraph  2b(2);  nonconcur  at  this  time.  Previous  experience  does 
not  indicate  that  the  RC-189/U  coaxial  cable  has  poor  response  on  the  *B 
and  C  bands.  An  EOCK-V  representative  will  visit  the  unit  and  study  the 
problem.  Results  will  be  forwarded  to  the  unit. 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  TA-236/FT  Handset  Replacement,  page  11, 
paragraph  2b(4);  concur  that  use  of  the  HS-1D1  will  reduce  the  amount  of 
noise  pickup  in  high  environmental  noise  areas.  This  modification  should 
have  only  limited  application  and  is  subject  to  the  availability  of  the 
HS-101  handset .
